Then  will  appear  275  juniors  in  their 
class  colors  of  rose,  who  will  execute 
rhythmic  exercises,  pyramids,  “The 
Sailor’s  Hornpipe,”  and  a  tap  dance 
“Sailing.” 

Fencing  Exhibited 

To  those  interested  in  precision  of 
movement,  the  meet  will  present  four¬ 
teen  junior  college  girls  dressed  in  black 
and  scarlet  fencing  tunics  who  will  put 
on  an  exhibition  similar  to  the  one  given 
in  the  movie,  “Girls’  Dormitory.” 

Two  hundred  seventy-five  seniors  in 
their  blue  suits  will  follow  with  rhyth¬ 
mic  exercises,  group  stunts,  modern 
ballroom  dances — the  Lambeth  Walk 
and  The  Yam — and  a  tap  dance. 

To  make  the  meet  more  evenly  di¬ 
vided,  points  can  be  won  in  the  relays.

Many  Standout  Players 

Others  who  stood  out  in  the  Joliet 
lineup  were  Bob  Dowse,  Ted  Krum- 
poch,  Fred  Bewersdorf,  Phil  Meyers, 
and  Bob  Layfield,  who  showed  no  ill 
effects  after  their  defeat  the  previous 
night  at  the  hands  of  the  De  Kalb 
Normal  quintet.  Dowse,  Bewersdorf, 
and  Meyers  were  outstanding  rebound¬ 
ers,  while  Krumpoch  and  Layfield 
starred  on  offense. 

Ken  Heilman,  former  all-state  high 
school  center  a  few  years  ago,  was 
injured  in  the  second  half  and  was 
forced  to  retire  from  the  game.
